.“I’ve  been  very  disturbed  most  recently  with  the  large 
imbers  of  graduates  of  leading  business  and  law  schools 
no  have  become  convicted  felons,”  said  John  S.  R.  Shad 
a  recent  interview7  with  the  New  York  Times.  Shad, 
itgoing  chairman  of  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Com- 
■ssion,  recently  donated  a  large  part  of  a  $30  million 
liar  gift  to  Harvard  University  to  finance  a  program  on 
laical  teaching. 

iDean  Paul  Thompson  of  B  YU’s  School  of  Management 
lid  the  scandals  surrounding  insider  trading  on  Wall 
reet  and  the  Iran-Contra  deal  have  awakened  many 
jople  to  see  more  need  for  such  programs.  “People  we 
imld  have  thought  would  have  taken  an  ethical  stand,  did 
t,”  he  said. 

But  there  are  problems  in  setting  up  a  curriculum  to 
elude  ethics-related  classes. 

The  biggest,  it  seems,  is  lack  of  resources.  At  the 
ssent  time,  BYU  only  offers  ethics  classes  to  graduate 
talents  although  professors  are  asked  to  incorporate 
aical  ideas  and  practices  in  the  teaching  of  all  courses,

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Reagan  promised  quick 
action  Tuesday  to  prevent  “further  damage  to  our  national  secu¬ 
rity”  from  a  sex-and-spy  scandal  in  Moscow  and  suggested  that 
the  unfinished,  $191  million  U.S.  Embassy  there  will  be  torn 
clown  if  it  cannot  be  protected  from  eavesdropping. 

He  declared  that  the  Soviets  will  not  be  allowed  to  move  into 
their  new  embassy  on  a  Washington  hilltop  until  Americans 
occupy  a  new  embassy  in  Moscow. 

The  new'  U.S.  facility  under  construction  in  Moscow  is  due  for 
completion  in  1989,  but  there  are  reports  it  already  is  riddled  with 
bugging  devices. 

“The  United  States  will  not  occupy  our  new  embassy  building 
in  Moscow'  unless  and  until  I  can  be  assured  that  it  is  safe  to  move 
into  a  secure  embassy  environment,”  Reagan  said  in  a  brief 
appearance  in  the  White  House  press  briefing  room. 

Tw'o  Marines  who  served  as  guards  at  the  existing  embassy 
have  been  charged  with  espionage.  They  allegedly  became  sexu¬ 
ally  involved  with  Soviet  women  and  allowed  KGB  agents  into 
the  embassy’s  communications  center  and  other  sensitive  areas. 

“I’m  deeply  concerned  over  the  breach  of  security  in  our 
Moscow  embassy,”  Reagan  said,  “and  while  all  the  facts  are  not 
known,  it  is  clear  that  the  security  implications  are  widespread 
and  that  additional  quick  action  is  required  to  prevent  further 
damage  to  our  national  security.” 

Reagan  said  he  had  directed  Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz 
and  the  Foreign  Intelligence  Advisory  Board  to  “evaluate  the 
condition  of  our  new  building  and  ascertain  whether  it  will  ever 
be  secure  or  whether  it  may  be  necessary  to  destroy  and  rebuild 
it.” 

He  said  he  wanted  a  report  within  90  days. 

Reagan  acknowledged  that  the  advisory  board  as  far  back  as 
1985  had  raised  alarms  about  the  use  of  Soviet  personnel  at  the 
U.S.  Embassy. 

“We  immediately  started  and  did  accomplish  a  reduction  in 
personnel,  in  stages,  that  were  there,”  he  said. 

“And  I  must  say  we  did  run  into  some  embassy  problems  and 
opposition  because  it  isn’t  exactly  a  place  where  you  can  just  go 
out  and  hire  Americans  to  go  and  take  jobs  like  that  in  the  Soviet 
Union.” 

The  president  said  he  would  not  permit  the  rehiring  of  Soviet 
workers  at  the  embassy,  even  if  the  Kremlin  revokes  an  order 
banning  their  employment  there. 

Reagan  rejected  a  suggestion  by  former  Secretary  of  State 
Henry  Kissinger  that  Shultz  abandon  plans  to  hold  talks  in 
Moscow  next  week  with  Soviet  Foreign  Minister  Eduard  She¬ 
vardnadze,  meeting  instead  in  Helsinki. 

“I  just  don’t  think  it’s  good  for  us  to  be  run  out  of  town,”  he  said. 

Frank  Carlucci,  the  president’s  national  security  adviser,  said 
Shultz  will  have  a  secure  room  in  the  embassy  from  which  to 
work. 


Report  blasts  top  embassy  officials 
for  resisting  protection  measures 


MOSCOW  (AP)  —  Two  members  of  Congress 
looking  into  the  U.S.  Embassy  security  scandal 
blasted  top  people  Tuesday  for  resisting  tighter 
protection  measures,  and  said  the  mission  might 
never  be  declared  spy-free. 

Their  report  called  for  a  worldwide  overhaul  of 
measures  taken  to  protect  U.S.  diplomatic  missions 
from  espionage. 

They  said  a  new  $191  million  embassy  complex 
being  built  in  Moscow  would  take  at  least  five  more 
years  to  make  secure,  and  did  not  rule  out  that  it 
might  have  to  be  destroyed  because  it  was  riddled 
with  KGB  bugging  devices. 

Embassy  security  in  Moscow  as  now  stands  is 
“fundamentally  flawed  both  in  physical  and  person¬ 
nel  areas,”  concluded  Dan  Mica,  D-Fla.,  and 
Olympia  Snowe,  R-Maine,  from  the  House  F oreign 
Affairs  Committee. 

Mica  and  Ms.  Snowe  came  to  Moscow  to  inspect 
the  new  embassy  and  gauge  damage,  done  by  a 
spying  scandal  that  led  to  two  former  U.S.  Marine 
embassy  guards  being  arrested.  They  spoke  to  re¬ 
porters  after  two  days  of  inspecting  the  buildings 
and  talking  with  embassy  officials. 

President  Reagan  told  a  White  House  news  con¬ 
ference  Tuesday  U.S.  diplomats  would  not  occupy 
the  new  embassy  until  he  is  sure  it  is  secure  from 
Soviet  eavesdropping.  He  said  the  Kremlin  could 
not  use  its  new  office  tower  in  Washington  until 
Americans  occupy  their  new  Moscow  embassy. 

“We  are  not  going  to  be  run  out  of  town”  by 
spying,  Reagan  said. 

U.S.  Ambassador  Jack  Matlock  delivered  a  for¬ 
mal  protest  Tuesday  over  purported  infiltration  of 
the  old  and  new  buildings,  embassy  spokesman 
Jaroslav  Verner  said  Tuesday. 

“We  should  operate  on  the  basis  that  the  facility 
has  been  fully  compromised,”  Mica  said  of  the  build¬ 
ing  that  has  served  as  the  U.S.  Embassy  since 
1953. 

Of  the  new  red-brick  complex,  Mica  said;  “We 


have  five  years  of  problems  there,  at  least.” 

“We  might  recommend  that  it  be  demolished,” 
Ms.  Snowe  said. 

The  two  reserved  their  strongest  criticism  for 
the  attitude  taken  by  top  embassy  personnel  on 
security  matters,  and  what  they  said  was  the  fail¬ 
ure  to  devise  back-up  systems  that  would  prevent 
Soviet  penetration. 

The  two  arrested  Marines  were  said  to  have  been 
seduced  by  Soviet  women  into  allowing  KGB 
agents  to  enter  the  embassy  at  night,  where  the 
agents  got  into  top-secret  areas  after  automatic 
alarms  were  switched  off. 

“It  all  came  down  to  a  point  where  only  two 
people  could  override  the  entire  system  —  all  the 
electronics  equipment,  all  the  physical  security  and 
all  the  clearances  and  training,”  Mica  said. 

Ms.  Snowe  said  her  talks  with  embassy  person¬ 
nel  revealed  a  “negative  attitude”  toward  the 
Marine  guards,  adding: 

“This  lax  attitude  and  the  lack  of  leadership  in  the 
security  area  by  the  senior  staff  in  the  embassy  may 
have  contributed  to  the  breakdown  . . .  which  led  to 
the  penetration  of  the  embassy.” 

Mica  said  embassy  officials  expressed  disagree¬ 
ment  with  those  findings. 

He  said  Marine  guards  registered  137  security 
violations  at  the  embassy  in  1986,  including  safes 
left  open  overnight  and  classified  documents  left 
exposed.  The  Marines  had  the  sense  “nothing  was 
being  done”  about  the  violations,  Mica  said. 

The  congressman  said  when  guards  enforced 
tighter  security  procedures,  including  issuing  iden¬ 
tity  badges  to  embassy  staff  and  visitors,  “there 
was  a  resentment  ...  in  some  cases  by  the  very 
people  who  told  them  to  do  the  job.” 

Neither  Mica  nor  Ms.  Snowe  would  say  exactly 
what  damage  was  done  to  embassy  security  by  the 
purported  KGB  infiltration,  which  reportedly  in¬ 
cluded  the  planting  of  listening  devices  by  Soviet 
secret  police  agents. 


Students  submit  alternatives  to  RAs 

ASBYU  committee  develops  ideas  for  administration  to  research

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An  ASBYU  student  committee  submit¬ 
ted  alternative  suggestions  to  the  place¬ 
ment  of  resident  assistants  in  off-campus 
housing  to  ASBYU  President  Jon  Cole¬ 
man  and  administrators  Tuesday. 

“We  decided  that  one  of  the  jobs  of  the 
administrative  concerns  committee  was  to 
come  up  with  a  list  of  alternatives  to  resi¬ 
dent  assistants.  We  don’t  have  the  funding 
or  the  sanction  to  do  more  research  but 
just  came  up  with  the  ideas  for  the  admin¬ 
istration  to  consider  and  research  if  they 
choose,”  said  Brigitte  Condie,  ASBYU  ad¬ 
ministrative  concerns  committee  chair¬ 
person. 

The  ASBYU  administrative  concerns 
committee  is  one  of  seven  committees  of 
the  ASBYU  president’s  council  under  the 
president’s  office.  The  president’s  council, 


comprised  of  about  50  students,  is  divided 
into  seven  committees  dealing  with  areas 
such  as  academics,  issues  and  awareness, 
and  student  government.  Each  of  the  com¬ 
mittees  Consider  different  issues  and  pass 
nonbinding  resolutions. 

“Our  job  is  to  represent  the  students,” 
said  Condie,  a  senior  from  Provo  majoring 
in  economics.  “The  ideas  submitted  were 
student  suggestions.  People  who  weren’t 
on  the  committee  attended  when  the  reso¬ 
lutions  were  being  made  and  we  thought 
we  had  a  good  degree  of  input  and  that  the 
committee  was  a  good  representation  of 
students,”  she  said. 

The  list  of  resolutions  addressed  the  is¬ 
sues  of  living  conditions  in  off-campus 
housing  and  morality  among  BYU  stu¬ 
dents  —  the  reasons  the  administration 
gave  for  having  resident  assistants. 

“The  main  problem  with  the  living  con¬ 
ditions  in  off-campus  housing  is  that  apart¬ 


ment  managers  lack  the  incentive  to  make 
repairs  and  keep  apartments  in  good  con¬ 
dition,”  Condie  said. 

The  list  of  resolutions  submitted  by  the 
committee  gave  the  following  alterna¬ 
tives:  first,  give  the  students  the  option  of 
signing  a  one  semester  contract  rather 
than  a  two  semester  contract.  The  apart¬ 
ment  managers  would  face  the  threat  of 
tenants  moving  out  over  Christmas  break 
if  repairs  weren’t  being  made,  it  said. 

Second,  hold  managers  accountable  for 
the  quality  of  the  apartments  that  the  ten¬ 
ant  is  assigned  to  live  in.  The  committee 
claimed  students  are  often  shown  a  model 
apartment  but  the  other  apartments  are  in 
worse  condition. 

Third,  establish  a  list  of  guidelines 
about  the  amount  of  time  the  tenant 
should  have  to  wait  before  repairs  are 
made.  The  committee  suggested  students 
could  hire  someone  or  fix  it  themselves 


and  receive  compensation  if  the  manage¬ 
ment  failed  to  take  care  of  the  problems 
within  the  specified  length  of  time. 

Fourth,  make  apartment  managers  use 
money  deducted  from  the  deposit  as  the 
contract  specifies  it  will  be  used,  such  as 
for  cleaning  carpets  and  apartments,  the 
resolution  said. 

“The  idea  is  the  administration  should 
create  incentives  for  apartment  managers 
to  hire  assistants  if  needed  to  help  main¬ 
tain  the  upkeep  of  the  apartments  and  not 
morality,”  said  Condie.  The  two  managers 
who  were  part  of  the  committee  supported 
the  four  living  condition  resolutions. 

Eight  measures  or  resolutions  concern¬ 
ing  morality  among  BYU  students  were 
considered  but  not  all  were  passed  by  the 
majority  of  the  committee.  “We’re  turning 
in  all  the  measures  we  considered  includ¬ 
ing  the  ones  we  all  didn’t  agree  with  to  let

Hinckley  hopes  to  gain  hospital  release 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  John  W.  Hinckley  says  he  wants  to  live  with  a 
woman  who  once  killed  her  sleeping  daughter  and  is  now  “the  biggest  influence 
in  my  life,”  according  to  court  papers  filed  Tuesday. 

Hinckley,  acquitted  by  reason  of  insanity  of  attempted  murder  charges 
stemming  from  the  1981  shooting  of  President  Reagan,  recently  told  a  psychia¬ 
trist  he  hopes  to  eventually  gain  release  from  St.  Elizabeths  Hospital  in 
Washington  to  live  with  Leslie  DeVeau. 

Ms.  DeVeau,  a  onetime  Washington  socialite,  was  found  innocent  by  reason 
of  insanity  of  charges  she  murdered  her  child  in  1982. 

She  met  Hinckley  at  St.  Elizabeths  and  there  were  published  reports  in  1985 
that  the  two  were  engaged  to  be  married. 

Ms.  DeVeau  has  since  been  released  from  the  government-run  mental 
hospital  where  Hinckley  was  committed  after  his  1982  acquittal. 

Hinckley’s  statements  were  quoted  by  federal  prosecutors  opposing  a  hospi¬ 
tal  recommendation  that  Hinckley  be  allowed  to  make  an  unescorted  Easter 
visit  to  his  family. 

Prosecutors  quoted  from  the  psychiatrist’s  Feb.  12  letter  in  papers  filed  in 
U.S.  District  Court. 

Dr.  Glenn  Miller,  who  examined  Hinckley  in  February,  concurs  with  the 
hospital’s  recommendation.  He  said  Hinckley’s  “ultimate  wish  is  to  leave  the 
hospital  and  (Hinckley)  is  hopeful  the  court  would  see  fit  to  place  him  in  her 
custody,”  Miller  wrote. 

Weakening  dollar  may  cause  recession 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Federal  Reserve  Chairman  Paul  Volcker  today 
warned  the  United  States  faces  “substantial  risks”  —  including  a  recession  — 
from  further  reliance  on  a  weaker  dollar  alone  to  correct  the  country’s  huge 
trade  deficit. 

Volcker,  in  congressional  testimony,  said  further  sharp  declines  in  the  value 
of  the  dollar  on  foreign  exchange  markets  could  threaten  to  topple  the  country 
into  a  recession. 

He  specifically  noted  “warning  signs”  in  recent  weeks  of  a  danger  the  dollar 
might  fall  too  far  too  fast. 

While  Volcker  did  not  spell  out  those  signals,  world  financial  markets  were 
thrown  into  a  turmoil  last  week  when  the  dollar  fell  to  record  lows  against  the 
Japanese  yen.  Concerns  a  weaker  dollar  would  boost  inflation  in  the  United 
States  were  among  the  reasons  cited  by  several  major  banks  when  they  raised 
their  prime  lending  rate  last  week  for  the  first  time  in  almost  three  years. 

Exploding  pipe  came  from  local  company 

SPANISH  FORK,  Utah  (AP)  —  A  pipe  being  cut  when  an  explosion  rocked 
a  metal  salvage  yard,  killing  one  man  and  critically  injuring  another,  came 
from  a  local  explosives  manufacturer,  authorities  confirmed  Tuesday. 

The  pipe  was  one  of  several  taken  to  the  Swenson  Salvage  Yard  from  Trojan 
Powder  Corp. ,  located  about  two  miles  from  the  salvage  yard  in  Spanish  F ork 
Canyon,  Police  Chief  Dee  Rosenbaum  said. 

“There  is  no  doubt  that  the  stainless  steel  pipes  that  were  being  cut  at  the 
time  of  the  explosion  came  from  Trojan  Powder,”  he  said. 

Octavio  Villegos,  35,  was  killed  Friday  when  the  pipe  he  was  feeding  into  a 
giant  hydraulic  shear  exploded.  Richard  D.  Buchannan,  30,  the  shear  opera¬ 
tor,  remained  in  critical  condition  at  Utah  Valley  Regional  Medical  Center  on 
Tuesday. 

A  white,  crusty  substance  found  in  thin  layers  on  fragments  of  the  pipe  that 
exploded  and  on  other  pipes  from  Trojan  Powder  is  being  analyzed  at  the  San 
Francisco  laboratories  of  the  federal  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco  and 
Firearms,  said  Don  Anderson,  compliance  supervisor  with  the  Occupational 
Health  and  Safety  Administration  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Return  to  basics,  Bennett  tells  teachers 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Secretary  of  Education  William  Bennett,  citing 
Utah  as  an  example,  said  Tuesday  there  is  no  connection  between  the  amount 
a  state  spends  on  schools  and  the  quality  of  education. 

“You  cannot  spend  yourself  into  quality.  You  cannot  spend  yourself  into 
achievement.  We  have  conducted  more  than  100  surveys  and  we  have  not  been 
able  to  find  a  correlation  between  expenditure  and  achievement,”  he  said. 

Speaking  to  Republicans  and  educators  during  a  five-state  tour  of  the  West, 
Bennett  said  his  point  is  borne  out  in  Utah,  which  spends  less  money  per 
student  —  $1,204  —  than  any  other  state. 

“I  wouldn’t  argue  that  Utah  spends  too  much  on  education,”  he  said.  “What 
Utah  shows  is  that  you  don’t  have  to  spend  more  money  to  have  a  better 
education  system.  There  is  no  correlation.” 

More  important  to  the  American  education  system  than  money  is  a  return  to 
basics  in  education,  with  a  healthy  dose  of  common  sense,  he  said. 

Man  to  stand  trial  for  auto  homicide 

PROVO,  Utah  (AP)  —  A  21-year-old  Provo  man  has  been  bound  over  to  4th 
District  Court  to  stand  trial  on  an  automobile  homicide  charge  in  the  death  of  a 
Brigham  Young  University  student. 

Eighth  Circuit  Judge  E.  Patrick  McGuire  on  Monday  ordered  Jerry  Meiss¬ 
ner  to  appear  in  district  court  April  17.  The  charge  carries  a  maximum  penalty 
of  five  years  in  prison  and  a  $10,000  fine. 

Meissner  was  charged  in  the  death  of  Chad  Michael  Weaver,  19,  Spokane, 
Wash. ,  who  was  killed  in  an  accident  early  March  28. 

Cynthia  Rippstein,  18,  Torrance,  Calif.,  a  passenger  in  Weaver’s  vehicle, 
was  taken  to  Utah  Valley  Regional  Center.  She  was  listed  in  satisfactory 
condition  with  facial  fractures  on  Monday  and  scheduled  to  undergo  surgery  on 
Wednesday,  a  hospital  spokeswoman  said. 

Meissner  was  bound  over  after  his  brother  and  other  witnesses  testified 
Monday  he  recklessly  smashed  into  another  vehicle  after  trying  to  elude  police 
at  about  1  a.m.  March  28. 


ParkWest,  Deer  Valley  to  close  Sunday 

PARK  CITY,  Utah  (AP)  —  ParkWest  ski  resort  has  closed  and  Deer  Valley 
intends  to  do  the  same  this  Sunday.  However,  Park  City  ski  area  officials  say 
they  can  guarantee  their  part  of  the  mountain  will  stay  open  until  April  26. 

ParkWest  shut  down  last  Sunday  because  there  were  not  enough  skiers  the 
preceding  week  to  justify  staying  open,  said  resort  spokeswoman  Laura 
Thomas.  “With  the  golf  courses  in  Salt  Lake  open,  it  was  becoming  tough  to 
compete  for  the  Salt  Lake  market,”  she  said. 

Russ  Veenema,  director  of  sales  and  public  relations  for  Deer  Valley,  cited  a 
similar  decline  in  skiers  at  his  resort  in  recent  days.  In  addition,  he  said, 
forecasts  of  continued  warm  temperatures  would  not  allow  the  snow  base  to 
firm  up  at  night. 

The  1986-87  season  brought  highs  and  lows  for  both  resorts,  which,  like 
most  of  northern  Utah’s  ski  areas,  got  off  to  slow  starts  due  to  a  lack  of  snow. 

But  Thomas  says  it  ended  up  being  a  good  season  for  ParkWest.  Skier  days 
were  down  58  percent  up  to  Jan.  1,  but  the  resort  received  record-breaking 
crowds  the  next  three  months  to  finish  the  season  slightly  ahead  of  last  year, 
she  said. 


At  Deer  Valley,  only  20  percent  of  the  mountain  was  open  for  the  tradition¬ 
ally  lucrative  Christmas  season,  but  the  resort  also  had  its  best  February 
ever,  Veenema  said.  Overall,  revenue  was  down  compared  to  the  previous 
year,  he  said.

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Church  must  pay 
taxes  on  camps 

HEBER  CITY,  Utah  (AP)  —  The 
Wasatch  County  Commission  has 
voted  unanimously  to  deny  property 
tax  exemptions  for  four  Mormon 
Church-owned  camps  in  the  county. 

The  church  was  turned  down  in 
1981  when  it  first  requested  tax  ex¬ 
emption  for  238  acres.  Church  repre¬ 
sentatives  said  they  had  appealed  the 
case  to  the  State  Tax  Commission, 
which  referred  them  back  to  the  com¬ 
mission  two  months  ago  to  “try  to 
work  things  out.” 

The  commissioners  had  indicated 
they  would  deny  the  request  a  second 
time,  but  postponed  the  vote,  which 
took  place  at  a  regular  meeting  on 
April  1,  until  Wasatch  County  Attor¬ 
ney  Steve  Hansen  could  review  the 
case  and  issue  a  legal  opinion.

J Officials  in  Augusta,  Maine,  the 
late’s  capital,  and  nearby  Gardiner 
kl  Hallowed  estimated  damage  in 
iiat  area  alone  at  more  than  $30  mil- 
i>n.  Estimates  for  other  parts  of  the 
Ird-hit  state  were  incomplete. 

'“The  damage  in  Androscoggin 
lounty  is  in  the  millions;  I  just  can’t 
iy  how  many  millions,”  said  Peter 
I  agnon,  civil  defense  director. 

'New  Hampshire  officials  said  they 
nuldn’t  make  estimates  until  the  wa- 
r  subsided,  and  Massachusetts  offi- 
als  said  they  were  too  busy  to  be 
Die  to  assess  the  damage. 

Three  bodies  had  been  recovered 
jwnstream  of  the  Interstate  90 
ridge  that  collapsed  Sunday  into 
yollen  Schoharie  Creek  northwest 
■Albany,  N.Y.,  with  a  truck  and  at 
■ast  three  cars. 

(The  creek  receded  Monday,  after 
i  much  as  9  inches  of  rain  in  the 
•evious  48  hours,  but  rain  resumed 
onday  afternoon  and  fell  through 
ie  night,  pushing  the  stream  back  up 
fi  flood  stage. 

“The  water  really  hasn’t  gone  down 
all,”  said  Trooper  Robert  Armet, 
Ming  that  it  was  too  risky  to  send 
vers  into  the  churning  brown  wa- 
r.

Another  excellent  athlete  was  Tresa  Spaulding,  a  member  of  the  women’s 
basketball  team.  She  was  honored  as  one  of  the  top  scorers  in  the  nation  and 
helped  generate  more  interest  in  the  women’s  program  here  at  BYU. 

Apart  from  the  athletes  there  are  a  number  of  other  individuals  who  were 
given  awards  for  their  outstanding  acheivements  in  various  areas.  Artist  Ron 
Bell  is  just  one  of  the  many.  He  won  national  honors  for  his  editorial  cartoons 
which  have  appeared  in  The  Daily  Universe. 

The  above  people  and  events  are  only  a  small  portion  of  the  many  things 
which  have  transpired  through  the  past  year.

The  recent  new  wave  of  teenage 
suicide  may  be  a  “copycat”  epidemic 
leading  trend-seeking  youth  into  its 
trap,  but  the  responsibility  of  their 
deaths  lies  partly  on  our  heads. 

Each  year  400,000  teenagers  at¬ 
tempt  suicide.  Think  about  that  for  a 
minute.  That’s  equal  to  the  entire 
population  of  Las  Vegas,  Nev.  It 
would  take  56  years  to  pass  that  many 
kids  through  BYU. 

And  out  of  that  many,  almost  6,000 
succeed  (if  we  can  calf  that  success). 
On  any  given  day,  15  kids  are  taking 
their  own  lives.  These  aren’t  doctors 
who  lost  their  practice  and  families 
because  of  drinking.  They’re  not 
adults  who  have  livedyears  of  despair 
and  loneliness.  Most  of  them  are  just 
high  school  students  who  haven’t 
even  had  their  first  full-time  job  yet. 
To  these  teenagers,  bills  are  a  football 
team  from  New  York,  foreign  politics

ported  cars  and  euthanasia  is  a  group 
of  starving  Korean  children. 

They  are  deciding  life  isn’t  worth 
living  before  they  have  had  a  chance 
to  find  out  what  life  is  about.  Most 
have  probably  never  experienced 
love.  Not  only  is  that  the  greatest 
tragedy,  it  is  the  major  cause  of  teen 
suicides. 

An  editorial  appeared  in  the  Los 


Angles  Times  accusing  the  youth  of 
seeking  glory  from  the  public  by  go¬ 


ing  out  in  a  stylish  way.  The  author 
said  the  attempt  was  futile  because 
the  rest  of  us  had  enough  problems  of 
our  own.  When  a  young  girl  called  him 
on  the  phone  explaining  she  was 
about  to  kill  herself,  he  told  her  he 
couldn’t  care  less.  He  explains  that 
the  problems  he  had  seen  in  his  life 
were  far  more  important  than  the 
trivial  whims  of  “whining”  kids. 


Sadly  enough,  he  was  right.  Most  of 
us  don’t  really  care.  Oh,  we  may  feel  a 
little  sad  when  we  hear  about  four 
16-year-olds  who  locked  themselves 
in  a  garage  and  turned  on  the  car,  but 
we  quickly  recover. 

,  The  problem  isn’t  that  difficult.  We 
are  forgetting  how  to  communicate. 
Here  we  are  in  the  middle  of  the  com¬ 
munications  revolution.  If  you  have  a 
television,  a  computer  or  even  a  tele¬ 
phone,  virtually  any  fact  or  figure  is 
only  seconds  away.  But  with  all  of 
that,  we  have  forgotten  how  to  talk  to 
each  other.  More  importantly,  we 
have  forgotten  how  to  listen.  We  have 
lost  the  art  of  face-to-face  contact. 
The  field  of  psychology  has  never 
been  so  prosperous  —  we  have  to  pay 
people  to  listen  to  our  problems! 

But  we  don’t  have  to  have  a  degree 
to  talk  to  people.  Recently,  “Psychol¬ 
ogy  Today”  reported  that  signs  of  po- 
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tential  suicide  victims  could  be  easiljii 
identified  by  talking  with  and  listen¬ 
ing  to  those  considering  taking  thein 
own  life.  The  feeling  that  someon 
cares  enough  to  listen  is  usuall; 
enough  to  get  the  person  through  th> 
critical  stage  and  preserve  the  life 
Knowing  that  someone  understand; 
somehow  makes  our  pain  bearable. 

And  here  we  have  teenagers  wh<  jj 
are  experiencing  all  kinds  of  new  emo  ’ 
-tions  daily.  They  don’t  always  knov 
how  to  deal  with  them.  What  the; 
want  is  to  feel  a  little  less  alone,  ti 
know  their  feelings  are  valid  and  tha 
others  have  suffered  through  and  sur 
vived.  In  essence,  they  want  hope. 

With  a  little  more  listening,  a  littl 
less  judging  and  a  lot  more  under 
standing  we  can  cure  this  plague  i 
adolescent  deaths  and  maybe  make 
dent  in  the  disease  called  loneliness.

In  your  recent  story  which  re¬ 
ported  the  United  States  had  become 
the  world’s  most  indebted  nation,  you 
turned  to  an  economics  professor  for 
comment.  He  was  reported  as  having 
said  the  foreign  debt  is  not  dangerous 
because  we  can  afford  it.  I  beg  to  dif¬ 
fer. 

Our  debtor  nation  status  is  the  re¬ 
sult  of  and  symbolic  of  the  deep- 
seated  budget  deficit  that  has  added 
more  than  $1  thousand  billion  so  far 
during  the  Reagan  administration, 
and  will  likely  add  another  $500  billion 
before  his  term  runs  out  in  1988.  Any¬ 
one  who  does  not  recognize  that  as  a 
serious  threat  to  our  nation  is  an  eco¬ 
nomic  fool.  Y et  the  President  refuses 
to  face  up  to  the  problem  and  has  no 
program  to  deal  with  it.  Despite  fre¬ 
quent  rhetoric  condemning  ,the 
deficit,  his  proposed  budgets  have, 
throughout  his  presidency,  requested 
essentially  the  amount  of  money  Con¬ 
gress  has  given  him;  but  he'  has 
adamantly  opposed  all  attempts  to 
raise  the  funds  needed  to  pay  for  bills. 
The  consequence  has  been  federal 
borrowing  on  a  scale  never  before  ex¬ 
perienced. 

The  Reagan  de  facto  policy  has 
been  to  borrow  two-thirds  of  the  na¬ 


tion’s  net  private  savings  to  fund  the 
deficit;  and  even  that  being  inade¬ 
quate,  he  has  turned  to  foreign  money 
sources.  By  turning  us  into  a  debtor 
nation  for  the  first  time  since  World 
War  I,  he  has  sacrificed  our  future 
living  standards  in  order  to  service 
the  debts  he  has  already  incurred  in 
our  names.  Borrowing  hundreds  of 
billions  of  foreign  dollars  distorted, 
the  entire  US  economy.  First,  it  in¬ 
creased  the  dollar  exchange  rate  to 
such  an  extent  that  our  agriculture, 
mining,  and  manufacturing  industries 
were  devastated.  Jobs,  capital,  and 
production  have  been  permanently 
and  needlessly  lost  in  the  process. 

But  the  damage  of  the  past  and 
present  are  slight  compared  to  the 
trauma  on  the  horizon.  At  some  point, 
foreign  investors  will  lose  confidence 
in  our  easy  dollars  and  debt-financed 
prosperity  and  will  quit  investing  the 
$100  billion  required  each  year  to  pay 
our  debts.  At  that  point,  the  Federal 
Reserve  Board  will  have  no  choice  but 
to  tighten  its  monetary  policy,  forcing 
interest  rates  up  to  attract  the  needed 
foreign  money.  That  action  can  bring 
on  another  recession  like  the  one  we 
experienced  in  1981-83.  But  we  have 
already  used  up  the  surpluses  we  then 
owned  in  foreign  investments  and  will 
lack  the  resources  needed  to  stay  the 
course.  Hyperinflation  might  well  re¬ 
sult  with  substantial  deterioration  in 
our  standard  of  living. 

It  is  really  worse  than  that,  because 


our  bankrupt  economic  policy  has 
destabilized  the  entire  world  econ¬ 
omy,  and  the  inflationary  spiral  we 
set  in  motion  can  add  violence  and 
destruction  world-wide.  And  no  one 
can  predict  how  a  world-wide  spiral 
downward  will  affect  the  United 
States. 

None  of  this  bad  news  needed  to 
happen. 

America  spent  most  of  the  twenti¬ 
eth  century  building  the  greatest 
wealth  in  the  history  of  the  world.  In 
1980,  the  rest  of  the  world  owed  US 
creditors  more  than  $150  billion. 
Within  four  years  of  Reagan  misman¬ 
agement,  it  was  all  gone;  and  in  less 
that  two  more  years,  we  are  the  most 
indebted  nation  in  the  world.  And  all 
because  the  American  voting  public 
bought  into  an  irresponsible  presi¬ 
dent’s  hype  that  low  taxes  are  more 
important  than  responsible  budget- 
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And  now  we  are  told  that  it  is  all 
right,  that  we  can  afford  it. 

When  will  we  know  that  we  cannot 
afford  it? 

When  the  nation  slides  into  another 
impending  recession  that  bankrupts 
our  industries  further  and  sends  un¬ 
employment  into  the  rafters?  Our 
greatest  threat  today  is  continued 
complacency. 

We  can  still  take  protective  action 
to  contain  the  damage  already  done, 
but  not  if  we  accept  the  palliative  that 
we  can  afford  the  foreign  debt.

Many  of  us  are  growing  more  and 
more  concerned  about  our  United 
States  involvement  in  Central  Amer¬ 
ica  and  in  particular  the  growing  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Contras. 

These  are  some  of  our  concerns: 

(1)  El  Salvador:  We  are  now  giving 
this  military  government  1  million 
dollars  per  day.  It  is  mainly  being 
used  by  the  military  to  fight  the  poor 
civilians.  The  estimate  is  that  50,000 
have  already  died  in  El  Salvador 
alone. 

(2)  Honduras:  The  U.S.  govern¬ 
ment  has  1,500  permanent  U.S. 
troops  in  Honduras  and  we  are  rotat¬ 
ing  6,000  National  Guard  personnel 
there  per  year.  The  Contras  have 
taken  200  square  miles  of  Honduras 
for  their  own  usage  displacing  farm¬ 
ers  and  persons  who  owned  this  land. 

(3)  Nicaragua:  The  Contras  are  not 
the  “freedom  fighters”  some  persons 
would  like  us  to  believe.  They  are 
mainly  former  Somoza  military  lead¬ 
ers  (46  of  the  48  Contra  leaders  are 
former  Somoza  National  Guard  offi¬ 
cers).  They  are  fighting  to  get  back 
their  power  under  the  Somoza  dicta¬ 
torship. 

The  Contras  do  not  attack  the  San- 
dinista  army.  They  attack  women  and 
children  in  schools,  they  attack  and 
kill  people  in  health  clinics,  and  they 
mine  the  roads  to  kill  civilians. 

Is  this  the  CIA  “secret  war”  we  are 
supporting  with  our  precious  tax  dol¬ 
lars  in  the  United  States? 

The  main  issue  in  Central  America 
is  not  communism.  The  primary  issue 
is  a  struggle  between  the  rich  and  the 
poor  and  the  Christian  church  sup¬ 
ports  the  poor  and  their  rights. 

If  you  believe  we  should  seek  a 
peaceful  solution  in  Nicaragua  and 
not  support  the  Contras  why  not  drop 
a  card  to  Hatch,  Garn  and  Nielson?

the  administration  know  we  consid¬ 
ered  the  other  alternatives,”  she  said. 

The  first  three  resolutions  rejected 
by  the  majority  were  to  require  all 
freshmen  to  live  in  the  dorms,  to  re¬ 
quire  B YU-approved  housing  com¬ 
plexes  to  allow  only  BYU  students  to 
live  there  to  require  all  condominium 
owners  in  a  single  building  to  allow 
only  members  of  the  same  sex  to  live 
in  that  building. 

The  committee  stated  in  the  list  of 
resolutions:  “It  is  not  the  duty  of 
apartment  managers  to  hire  RAs  to 
befriend  lonely  students,  act  as  coun¬ 
selors,  or  check  and  make  sure  that 
people  are  in  at  a  decent  hour.” 

The  committee  questioned  the  abil¬ 
ity  of  the  administration  to  guarantee 
the  morality  of  the  RAs  and  said  the 
resident  assistants  acting  as  coun¬ 
selors  would  supplant  the  role  of  bish¬ 
ops,  home  and  visiting  teachers. 

Other  suggestions  passed  by  the 
committee  included  enforcing  the 
honor  code  on  campus.  “Students  usu¬ 
ally  agree  that  if  there  is  a  dress  code 
it  should  be  enforced,  even  if  they 
don’t  personally  agree  with  every  fac¬ 
tor  of  the  code,”  said  Condie. 

“More  students  will  take  it  seriously  if 
others  are  expelled  for  violating  the 
honor  code,”  she  said. 

The  committee  suggested  in  the  list  of 
resolutions  asking  bishops  to  deliver 


copies  of  BYU  housing  regulations  to 
each  student  personally,  because 
many  students  are  not  aware  of  the 
fine  printed  specific  rules  in  their  con¬ 
tracts. 

The  last  suggestion  was  to  make 
being  moral  the  “in”  thing  to  do.  Al¬ 
though  the  committee  questioned  the

Recent  criticism  saying  that  PBS  has 
liberal  leanings  or  is  trying  to  make  a 
political  statement  in  its  program¬ 
ming  are  not  true,  said  Bruce  Chris¬ 
tensen,  president  of  PBS,  who  visited 
BYU  Tuesday. 

One  program  which  received  par¬ 
ticularly  negative  reaction  from  some 
people  was  the  recently  aired  series 
called  “The  Africans,”  which  some 
said  was  communistic  and  anti-west. 

“The  program  showed  one  man’s 
view,  his  views  on  Africa  —  and  as  far 
as  we  could  tell,  the  views  of  a  number 
of  other  people  —  about  Africa  and 
the  U.S.  relationship  to  Africa,”  said 
Christensen.  “I  .approved  the  pro¬ 
gram  for  airing.  That  doesn’t  mean  I 
agree  with  everything  he  said  or  ev¬ 
ery  opinion  represented.” 

Many  opinions 

To  him,  that  is  a  benefit.  “If  we 
were  only  allowed  to  see  those  things 
we  agreed  with.on  television,  in  news¬ 
papers  or  in  magazines,  we  would  be  a 
very  poor  society  indeed,”  he  said. 
“There  needs  to  be  vigorous  debate 
about  all  issues.” 

Complaints  about  PBS  come  from 
radicals  on  both  sides  of  what  Roo¬ 
sevelt  called  the  “lunatic  fringe”  said 
Christensen. 

“The  fringe  on  the  left  says  that 
PBS  is  all  conservative,  business-ori¬ 
ented  and  pro-American,”  he  said. 
“Then  those  on  the  right  say  we’re 
captive  of  the  left  and  everything  on 
PBS  is  anti-American  like  the 
Africans.” 

Actually,  PBS  is  neither.  “It  all  de¬ 
pends  on  the  filter  of  the  viewer,”  said 
Christensen.  “PBS  airs  all  of  those 
programs.  We’re  neutral' politically, 
and  the  pervading  political  view  of  the 
day  does  not  determine  decisions  we 
make  in  programming.  Our  goals  are 
diversity  and  high  quality  in  our  pro¬ 


gramming. 

Christensen  worked  as  the  director 
of  broadcast  services  and  the  general 
manager  of  KB  YU  television  and  ra¬ 
dio  between  1971  and  1979. 

While  at  KB  YU,  Christensen  said 
he  did,  on  occasion,  edit  parts  of  PBS 
shows  with  the  permission  of  the  pro¬ 
ducer.  Sometimes,  if  a  producer 
would  not  grant  permission,  he  would 
choose  not  to  air  it. 

Christensen  said  his  decisions  at  a 
national  level  vary  slightly  from  ones 
he  might  make  at  KBYU.  “There  is  a 
specific  set  of  criteria  that  we  use  na¬ 
tionally,”  he  said.  “We  program  for 
the  broadest  diversity  of  programs 
possible  at  the  national  level.  Then  we 
deliver  the  programs  to  local  boards 
who  set  local  policy.  That  is  the 
strength  of  public  television,  they 
have  local  boards  looking  out  for  the 
needs  of  their  community.” 

Cable  presents  problem 

One  problem  public  television  sta¬ 
tions  in  many  areas,  including  Provo, 
are  facing  is  the  changing  of  their  lo¬ 
cation  on  the  cable  television  dial. 

“It  is  an  increasing  problem,”  said 
Christensen.  “All  channels  are  at  the 
mercy  of  a  largely  unregulated  cable 
monopoly  powers.  They  do  have  some 
requirements  to  carry  public  televi¬ 
sion  stations,  but  the  decision  as  to 
where  is  left  up  to  people  who  are 
bottom-line  financially  driven.” 

Finances  are  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  public  television  stations  and 
commercial  stations,  Christensen 
said. 

“Public  interest  is  the  thing  we  try 
to  serve,”  he  said.  “We  try  to  see  that 
there  are  high-quality  programs 
available  for  the  people  who  want  to 
watch  them.  We  program  with  a 
sense  of  meeting  people’s  needs.” 

Commercial  stations  operate  on  the 
bottom  line  of  reaching  large  audi¬ 
ences  so  they  will  attract  more  adver¬ 
tisers,  Christensen  said.

As  a  pioneer  of  contemporary  LDS 
music,  Roger  Hoffman  enjoys  teach¬ 
ing  gospel  principles  with  words  set  in 
songs. 

Hoffman  specializes  in  music  for 
the  LDS  Church.  “I  specialize  in  LDS 
music  because  I  want  to  share  what  I 
believe  in.  The  message  is  true.  Music 
has  the  ability  to  remove  barriers  and 
enables  people  to  learn  gospel  in¬ 
sights  easily,”  said  Hoffman. 

He  stresses  that  his  intentions  to 
write  gospel  music  are  not  to  make 
more  money,  but  to  share  the  gospel 
message  the  way  he  knows  best. 

“We  need  to  reach  people  with  mu¬ 
sic.  It’s  one  of  the  Lord’s  tools  in 
spreading  the  gospel,”  he  said. 

Hoffman’s  musical  career  began 
early  in  life,  with  piano  and  voice  les¬ 
sons  at  age  nine. 

His  later  years  brought  highly-ac¬ 
claimed  accomplishments  in  all  areas 
of  the  music  business. 

In  1984,  Hoffman  released  the 
tape,  “Song  for  the  River”  and  in  1986 
he  released,  “Consider  the  Lilies.” 

In  1978,  Hoffman  won  a  CLIO 
award  for  music  and  lyrics  he  wrote 
for  the  LDS  Church  commercials,  the 
“Homefront  Series.” 

He  is  also  credited  with  the  musical 
score  of  the  film,  “The  Life  and  Times 
of  Grizzly  Adams.” 

Hoffman  helped  with  vocal  coach¬ 
ing  for  BYU’s  world-wide  entertain¬ 
ing  group,  the  Young  Ambassadors. 
He  also  sang  back-up  vocals  for  the 
Donny  and  Marie  Show. 

From  1979  to  1982,  Hoffman 
worked  full  time  for  BYU  Media  Pro¬ 
ductions  as  a  recording  engineer.  He 
also  wrote  musical  scores  for  films 
produced  by  the  LDS  Church. 

Hoffman  left  BYU  Media  to  strike 
out  on  his  own.  “For  years  I  wanted  to 
write  gospel  music.  Through  much 
prayer,  I  knew  that  it  was  the  right 
thing  for  me  to  do.” 

Hoffman’s  way  of  life  follows  a 
theme  from  one  of  his  songs  —  to 
adjust  life  to  the  gospel  and  to  “do  it.” 

When  he  decided  to  specialize  in 
LDS  music,  Hoffman  wanted  to  ad¬ 
just  his  writing  style  for  the  LDS  lis¬ 
tener. 

Hoffman  was  one  of  the  first  to  be¬ 
gin  writing  contemporary  LDS  mu¬ 
sic.  The  work  of  those  early  artists 
brought  an  influx  of  new  talent  into 
the  LDS  music  market. 

Hoffman  said  he  stays  busy  helping 
other  LDS  artists,  as  well  as  writing 
and  recording  his  own  material.  The 
composer  is  currently  planning  a  new 
album  and  has  plans  to  produce  and 
arrange  music  for  other  LDS  artists 
this  coming  summer.

The  legend  says  that  Mother  Luna 
lived  on  the  moon,  but  the  man  on  the 
moon  became  angry  with  her  and 
threw  her  down  to  earth.  She  fell  so 
hard  that  her  body  was  buried  in  the 
ground,  where  it  remains  to  this  day. 

“In  the  fall,  the  colored  trees  put 
rouge  on  Mother  Luna’s  cheeks,”  said 
Hopkinson.  “Snow  in  the  winter  pow¬ 
ders  her  face,  and  in  the  spring  the 
snow  on  the  pines  forms  an  Easter 
bonnet  around  her  face.”

Sara  Wilson,  an  elderly  woman  in 
the  community  who  suffers  from 
night  blindness,  is  all  for  the  extra 
hour  of  light.  “As  soon  as  it  gets  dark 
my  evening  activites  stop.  This  extra 
hour  will  really  help.”

ANNA,  Texas  (AP)  —  The  winning 
edge  in  his  election  to  the  school-board 
came  from  adults,  not  by  students 
looking  for  relief  from  homework,  18- 
year-old  Jim  Jake  Templin  said. 

Templin,  a  senior  at  Anna  High 
School,  said  he  feels  voters  elected 
him  Saturday  because  of  his  old-fash¬ 
ioned  farm  community  values. 

Templin  received  128  votes  versus 
the  92  received  by  his  opponent. 

“The  older  people  turned  out  to 
vote  for  me.  .  .  .  There  weren’t  a  lot  of 
kids  who  could  vote,”  he  said.  “I  come 
from  a  very  old  family  here  in  town. 
Everybody  knew  what  I  stand  for.” 

Templin  said  he  will  work  to  give 
students  a  greater  voice  in  school  dis¬ 
trict  decisions.  Anna,  which  has  about 
500  students  in  its  district,  is  50  miles 
north  of  Dallas.

BYU  sweeps  double-header

Not  only  was  the  lightning  and 
thunder  in  the  sky  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon,  but  also  in  the  bats  of  the  BYU 
baseball  team. 

The  Cougars  erupted  for  32  hits 
and  31  runs  in  two  games,  as  BYU 
swept  a  double-header  against  New 
Mexico,  12-1  and  19-2. 

In  the  second  game,  the  Cougar 
sluggers  pounded  seven  home  runs. 
Four  of  those  home  runs  came  in  the 
sixth  inning.  B  YU’s  Gary  Schoonover 
accounted  for  two  of  the  four-baggers 
that  inning  as  the  Cougars  scored  11 
runs  in  the  sixth. 

“It’s  fun  playing  long  ball,”  said 
BYU  Coach  Gary  Pullins.  “It  makes  it 
a  lot  easier.” 

After  two  and  a  half  scoreless  in¬ 
nings  in  the  first  game,  the  Cougar 
bats  came  alive  to  score  three  runs. 
Center  fielder  Ron  Sisler  knocked  in 
two  runs  in  the  bottom  of  the  third 
with  one  of  his  two  doubles  for  the 


Cougar  pitcher  Todd  Newman 
picked  up  his  fourth  complete  game  of 
the  season  while  improving  his  record 
to  4-4.  Newman,  who  led  the  club  in 
strikeouts  going  into  the  game, 
struck  out  seven  batters  to  bring  his 
season  total  to  45. 


“My  fastball  was  running  away 
from  the  hitters  really  well,  so  I  was 
able  get  (strikeout)  a  lot  of  them  look¬ 
ing,”  said  Newman.

After  a  slow  start, 
Sinclair  settled  in  to  strikeout  five 
batters  while  allowing  four  hits. 

“It  takes  me  a  couple  innings  in 
most  cases  to  settle  in,”  said  Sinclair. 
“It’s  not  a  lack  of  concentration  or 
nervousness.” 

The  only  highlight  of  the  game  for 
the  visiting  Lobos  was  a  solo  home 
run  by  center  fielder  Steve  McKee. 
After  the  game,  Sinclair  said  he  was 
experimenting  throwing  a  knuckle- 
ball  when  McKee  hit  it  out  of  the  park. 

“It  was  the  only  one  I  threw  the 
whole  game,”  added  Sinclair. 

Things  did  not  get  better  for  the 
Lobos  in  the  second  game.

Playing  rugby  since  the  tender  age 
of  five  has  certainly  paid  off  for  BYU 
rugby  Coach  Lance  Watene.  Watene, 
who  has  played  on  various  All-Star 
rugby  teams,  was  recently  invited  to 
play  and  tour  with  a  rugby  team  in 
Toulouse,  France,  this  summer. 

Born  and  raised  in  Auckland,  New 
Zealand,  Watene  returned  home  over 
Christmas  and  it  was  there  that 
coaches  from  France  saw  him  playing 
the  sport  and  recruited  him  for  their 
team. 

When  asked  what  his  feelings  were 
when  he  was  invited  to  play  for  the 
team,  Watene  reponded,  “I  was  ex¬ 
cited.  Rugby  has  given  me  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  travel,  and  with  this  tour  I 
hope  to  improve  my  playing,”  added 
Watene. 

The  Toulouse  rugby  team  will  be 
comprised  of  players  from  England, 
Wales  and  Scotland,  but  predomi¬ 
nately  from  France.  The  team  will 
tour  for  eight  weeks  beginning  the 
first  of  May  and  will  reach  New 
Zealand  in  June  simultaneous  to  the 
annual  Rugby  World  Cup  which  is 
played  in  New  Zealand. 

Three  rugby  players  from  New 
Zealand,  who  Watene  has  played 
with,  are  already  playing  in  France. 
“I’m  the  fourth  from  New  Zealand 
invited  to  play  and  join  them,”  said 
Watene. 

Prior  to  coming  to  BYU  Watene 
played  rugby  in  Australia  on  the 
Western  Australia  All-Star  Team  and 
on  club  teams  in  Australia  and 


Hawaii.  He  then  went  on  to  play  for 
the  BYU-Hawaii  rugby  team. 

According  to  Watene,  the  BYU- 
Hawaii  team  was  “an  excellent  team. 
We  had  two  undefeated  seasons.” 

Graduating  in  physical  education 
with  a  minor  in  accounting  from 
BYU,  Watene  is  now  a  graduate  stu¬ 
dent  in  physical  education.  Watene 
has  been  coaching  as  well  as  playing 
with  the  BYU  rugby  team  for  three 
years  and  has  “definitely  seen  an  im¬ 
provement  in  the  overall  skill  level  in 
rugby  at  BYU.” 

Watene  has  found  coaching  enjoy¬ 
able  but  has  also  found  it  to  be  a  learn¬ 
ing  experience.  “I’ve  had  to  have  the 
ability  to  change  roles,  to  handle  the 
administration  on  their  level  as  well 
as  the  athletes  on  theirs,”  said  Wa¬ 
tene,  whose  team  is  part  of  the  extra¬ 
mural  program. 

“The  philosophy  of  extramural 
sports  is  academics  first,  sports  sec¬ 
ond.  Extramural  sports  offers  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  participate  in  sports  on  a 
higher  level  than  intramural  sports 
without  the  demancjs  of  top  college 
sports,”  said  Watene. 

“I  feel  that  BYU  rugby  will  be  here 
for  a  long  time  to  come.  There  is  so 
much  potential  for  players  to  express 
themselves  athletically  without  the 
hassles  of  fighting  for  a  spot  in  colle¬ 
giate  sports.” 

Watene,  who  has  a  little  more  than 
a  year  left  at  BYU,  has  no  intention  of 
ever  giving  up  rugby.  “I  hope  to  teach 
in  the  education  system  in  either  New 
Zealand  or  Australia  and  to  continue 
on  playing  rugby,”  said  the  avid  rug¬ 
ger.

Utahns  help  fight

The 
walk  will  commence  at  the  center 
pavilion  in  Liberty  Park.  Participants 
will  walk  to  the  Utahns  Against 
Hunger  office  and  return  to  the  park, 
with  stops  at  Crossroads  'Urban  Cen¬ 
ter,  the  Calvary  Baptist  Church  and 
Utah  Legal  Services. 

CROP  walk  organizers  have  set  a 
goal  to  raise  $5,000  to  help  the  hungry 
in  Salt  Lake  County  and  around  the 
world.  They  are  hoping  for  200  walk¬ 
ers  who  will  collect  donations  through 
pledges  of  $1,  $2  and  $5  per  mile. 

Seventy-five  percent  of  the  funds 
raised  at  the  event  will  be  used  by 
Church  World  Services  in  overseas 
relief  and  development  work  and  for 
emergency  disaster  aid.
